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The King from hence conucigh= 
cd the Prixce to the quarter aſſigned 
him, and the Queene would nceds ac- 
company him to the doore of the 
{lame greatroome, bowing very low 
vnto him at the parting, in ſuch 
manner as well expreſſed the value 
her Mateſtie fet vpon his perſon, 
and the honour ſhee deſired to doe 


him. 
The Xing in the mcane time, 
88 was vpon his way to the Princes 


uarter ; Which was all yery ſump- 
_ furniſhed, and ibirhe 62 
trancethercof ſtood the Infantes Don 
Carlos,and the Cardinall Don Ferdinando 
his brothers ; ſo they all three con- 
ducted the Prince into his bedcham- 
ber, where the King rooke his lcauc 
or that time. ' Onely there, his Me:

The ncxt day aftcr the Prince was 
conducted to the Palace, all the

commands, which ſhould come
